An Analysis of the Subtreasury 
Plan Ils Made and Its Consti- 
tutionality Discussed. 


COLONEL NORWOOD NOT A CANDIDATE 


For the Senate But He Would 
Accept if Elected. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., August 29.—[Special.]—-As 
a representative of. THe CONSTITUTION 
and the Savannah Times, I _ called 
on Mr. Norwood, on his return from 
Washington Tuesday. I found the ex-senator 

usy at his office. He was preparing to leave 
for his home at Walthourville, in Liberty 
county, on the afternoon train. Mr. Norwood 
was quite cordial, and appeared to entertain 
cheerful recollections of several successive 
months of business in Washington. He grew 
very grave when it was suggested that he had 
probably returned to enter the race for the 
United States senate. He was requested to 
give his views on the political situation. Mr. 
Norwood checked a caustic reply, and, after 
a period of reflection, he consented to answer 
any pertinent inguiries. Those who know Mr. 
Norwood will understand that once started, it 
Was easy to secure a full expression of his 
Opinions on public and economic questions. 

Mr. Norwood Talks. 

In answer to the interviewer’s fluent and 
relevant interrogatories, Mr. Norwood said: 

“T have no objection to a talk with you; but 
if you are under the impression that you are 
conversing with a candidate for the senate, or 
any other political office, I beg to say that you 
have been misinformed. The telegram saying 
I have come home to enter the race for the 
senate, was news to me. I have been in Wash- 
ingtow for nearly three months on strictly pro- 
fessional and private business—giving no 
thought to state politics—and, yet, I was 
charged with being in the race in this district, 
trying to defeat Lester. I wrote about a half 
dozen letters to friends in this district, and, in 
every one, said I was not and would not bea 
candidate, and expressed my choice fof Lester. 
J took the trouble to explain in several letters 
that Lester did me a favor in 1871 when I was 
a candidate for the United States senate, and 
I would not consent to oppose him. I said, 
and I repeat now, that I value my friendship 
more than any office. Whatever my opponents 
may say, they cannot say that Lever turned 
my back on a friend. I told Mr. Lester, on his 
return to- Washington, the reasons for the op- 


. “position to him, and I think he knowsnow that 


I had no part in it. 

“And now comes another report, that I am 
running forthe United States senate. This, 
aiso, is untrue. I do not see, however, any 
sin in it,if I am. The senatorship is not 
private property. I know no one so big in 
this. democratic country that it would be 
impious or imprudent to oppose him. There 
is no pre-emption or homestead on any office. 
All offices are for the benefit of the holders of 
them. And when the people act on that rule, 
select only men who know what to do, 
and have the courage todo what the people 
want done, we will have true representative 
government. Electing men because they 
have wealth, or because they are poor, or 
are good fellows, or from any other cause ex- 
cept ability, integrity and fitness for the 
place, is a travesty and burlesque on repre- 
sentative government.” 

As Mr. Norwood was inclined to come to an 
untimely pause, he was asked: ‘‘What do you 
say of this report that you are a candidate for 
the senate ?”’ 

‘‘T have already said it is news to me,”’ he 
enswered. “I say more explicitly, I am not. 
1 prefer private life. I have tried both houses 
of congress, and, left to my own choice, I 
would not re-enter political life. The senate 
is not what it was fifty, forty, or eveh twenty 
years ago. Itis getting to be a banker’s office, 
railroad headquarters, millionaire’s consulting 
chamber. Iam told that some men in it can- 
not write or spell correctly. Money put them 
there. So yousee at once, the senate suits 
but two classes of men—the wealthy, who are 
independent of the salary, or those who are 
not able to make, in any business, as much as 
the salary. Iam notof the first class, and I 
hope I am notof thesecond. Hence I say 
that, as a matter of personal desire, I prefer 
private life.’’ 

Direct Answer to a Direct Question. 

Mr. Norwood was then pinned down toa 
definite question: “If elected, would you not 
eerve ?”’ 

Mr. Norwood retorted: 

“Did you read my letter in The Savannah 
News during Lester’s campaign last month ? 
Well, youremember I said: ‘I neither seek 
nor desire oftice, but if nominated without my 
seeking I would serve.’ And I gave as the 
reason that my people had honored me three 
times, once in the senate and twice in the 
house, when the place was one of comparative 
ease and comfort, and now when those people 
have risen with the high mre to conquer 
the money power, which has fleéced, plucked, 
robbed and ground them for thirty years, if 
they thought I could aid them and were to say 
go, it would be ungrateful and unmanly in me 
to decline. I hold thatitis the duty of every 
citizen to do his best for the general welfare, 
and when the people by a majority call on 
him, he should serve, unless personal or do- 
mestic reasons would make the sacrifice too 
great for him to bear. 

“T give you the above from my letter as my 
answer to your last question, and I cannot see 
how any one can construe that position into a 
candidacy for office.” 

“Bat even after your letter appeared in The 
Savannah News, some people insisted you 
were a candidate, and they say so now.’’ 

‘‘My dear sir,’’ continued the statesman af- 
fectionately, ‘‘who can prevent politicians 
from perverting truth, from distorting facts, 
from setting up candidates in their imagina- 
tion, just to claim the credit of being the 
heroes who defeated the imaginary opponents? 
Don’t you remember the bully in ‘Georgia 
Scenes’ who was surprised by Judge Long- 
street down on his knees, swearing and 
bellowing, gouging his thumbs into the 
ground and. eternally damning the 
imaginary fellow he was beating and gouging, 
and who answered the judge’s question by say- 


Politics is full of just such heroes. Some of 
them are in thiscommunity. They are going 
round snorting and swearing how they laid me 
out in this campaign. There are fifty of these 
sparrows who killed Cock Kobin with their bows 
and arrows. 

“Ih further reply to your remark, let me say 
that whenever I have been a candidate I pro- 
claimed it. I have never gone on a still hunt. 
I have never played ‘dark horse.’ I have 
always debated publicly and invited criticism 
and diseussion. My views on public questions 
have never been in doubt. I never uttered a 
sentence or wrote a line that any one, after 
reading, had to ask, ‘What does he mean?’ 
‘Where does he stand?’ ‘Is he for us, or 
against us?’ This is:ihe reason, I suppose, 
why my political contests have been so fierce 
and hot.’’ 

Coslonc! Norwood and the Alliance. 

I requested permission to ask a direct ques- 
tion. ‘It seems—"’ I started tosay something to 
keep up the conversation, when the senator 
interrupted: 

“Understand me,” he said. “I have no 
desire to conceal anything relating to public 
affairs. -So go on.”’ 

I then asked a home question—the circling 
lancet of inquiry was driv6n into the states- 
man’s breast. 

“It seems that the bone of contention in the 
election of a United States senator will be 
between the alliance and those opposed to 
them, or their measures. Now, where do 
you stand in that contest ?’’ 

“Tf you wishan answer to that you must 
give me space cnough to answer in my own 
way. I hope there is no man, except the rob- 
ber arouse, opposed to the alliance or their 
purposes. I consider the movement set on 
foot by the alliance as the grandest since the 
declaration of independence, or the destruec- 
tion of the Basti‘e and the overthrow of the 
Bourbon dynasty. This movement is a second 
declaration of independence, and of equal im- 
portance with the first. The first was a pro- 
test against paying a tax of a few pence on tea. 
The second is resistance to the illegal tax of 
hundreds of millions a year. The first was re- 
sistance against paying an unjust tribute toa 
king. The second is against paying unjust 
bounties to a rotten, moneyed aristocracy. The 
first was against those who ruled by divine 
right. The second against those who rule by 
moneyed might. The first was against usurpa- 
tion. Soisthe second. But I can’t stop to 
go through the list of wrongs the alliance has 
risen to redress. 

‘These wrongs must be enormous and cruel 
to have stung to action the class of society 
which has always been the last to complain of 
grievancés, though they are the class upon 
Which the most and the worst burdens fall. 
This movement is not for the benefit of farm- 
ers only. Its success will benefit and bless the 
entire 64,000,000 people'and their posterity. And 
I am aware that the statesmen of the country 
have not taken the alliance by the hand and 
cheered them on by wise counsel and liberal 
support; forif this organized effort to arrest 
the concentration of all our wealth into a few 
hands and the consequent complete centraliza- 
tion of all powerin the same hands shall fail. 
I see no hope for the impoverished sixty odd 
millions except in open revolution.” 

Qnestions were then fired rapidly as the in- 
terviower warmed up to his work. 

The Subtreasury Analyzed. 

‘What do you think of the methods by which 
the alliance proposes to get relief from their 
burdens ?”’ 

‘**There isthe rub.’ It seems tobe the 
thing to do, tojump onthe subtreasury bill. 
Did any great movement ever start out with 
everything perfect? Ido not believe thatany 
bill as important as this was ever passed with- 
out amendment. But the alliance has been 
treated as if they were children—did not know 
what they want—and their billas the offspring 
of stupidity. To my way of thinking, this was 
not true statesmanship nor patriotic. 

‘The alliance is composed of the staunchest 
patriots and best citizens in this and-in all 
countries, I mean the agriculturalclass. They 
did most of the fighting in ’76 and 1861-65, 
north and south. On their valor rest the glory 
of our generals, whose names fill the trump of 
fame,while the rank and file remain unknown. 
They bear the heaviest of taxation. They 
produce our wealth. They have had a fearful 
awakening by the pinch of poverty and the 
sheriff’s hammer. They have organized for 
self-protection and the welfare of us ali. Out 
of hundreds of thousands of voting men, a se- 
lect, intelligent body was sent to St. Louis, 
Mo., and devised a plan for relief. It has been 
treated as if the production of a lunatic asy- 
lum. The treatment of that bill, in my judg- 
ment, is unwise, impolitic, unjust, unstates- 
man-like and unpatriotic. It has been laughed 
at and sneered at and why ? 

‘Pardon me for giving a brief analysis of it. 
Its object is three-fold. 1. To relieve the 
farmers from being forced to sell at the time 
and for the price named by the purchaser. Is 
not that worthy of an effort by statesmen? Is 
not that result necessary to keep the producers 
from rapidly approaching bankruptcy ? 

“2. To prevent depreciation of values 
by the arbitrary contraction of the currency by 
Wall street; and, third, toincrease the volume 
of the currency. 

‘*“Would not the first benefit the producers 
directly? and would not the second and third 
be a blessing to the whole country—except 
Wall street ? 

‘‘And yet the whole bill, framed by men far 
above the average in intelligence and pre- 
sented by hundreds of thousands of suffering 
men and families, is waved off with the back 
of the hand, and the petitioners are informed 
that they ask for what they know nothing 
about. 

‘For instance, they are told they would be- 
come the prey of speculators. Thatis not cer- 
tain. Itisa bare assumption. But, admit it, 
in the name of mercy, are not the farmers al- 
ready the prey 6f speculators and mortgagers? 

“2. They are told that 80 per cent is 
too large an advance. That does not go the 
merits of the question. Itis mere detail. If 
too much, that per cent can be reasonably re- 
duced. 

“3. That it is unconstitutional to elect 
warehouse keepers—that they must be ap- 
pointed by the president. Admit it. Would 
not the representative recommend to the presi- 
dent the man recommended by the depositors 
of produce, and the president appoint that 
man, just as posymasters are appointed ? 

“4, The billinvokes governmental patern- 
alism. Well, grantit.. What has this goy- 
ernment been. for thirty years but paternal 


in the most unjust way? Has it not been 


forcing its sons, whoare farmers, to deliver 
over all their net earnings to their brothers 
who own factories? Can any paternal injustice 
outstripthat? If paternalism is to continue, let 
all the children share alike. 

“But, that is perfectly absurd, impossible, 
says the statesman. Suppose itis, the best way to 
expose a bad proposition is to show the reductio 
ad absurdum. ‘The best way to get rid ofa 
bad law is to enforce it rigidly,’ said President 
Grant. The best way to get rid of the patern- 
alism of the tariff, bounties, etc., is to insist on 


this bill involves paternalism, then it or some- 
thing 4s good is necessary to save the farmer 
from ruin. It deservesatrial. If it is only 
evil, discussion will show it. 
and bad in part, discard the bad and put some- 
thing good in its plaece.”’ 

The Question of Constitutionality. 

“Of all the objectors to this bill, not one has 
stopped to frame a better. Thev say it is un- 
constitutional. So it is to hold negroes in 
slavery. Why? Because the constitution was 
amended to prohibit slavery. So itis to deny 
to negroes any political right enjoyed by white 
citizens. Why? Because the constitution was 
amended. If the constitution can be amended 
three times in three years to protect 5,600,000 
negroes from slavery, can’t it be amended once 
in 100 years to save 60,000,000 whites from 
slavery ? 

“TIT revere the constitution as much as any 
one. The trouble is, we are not living under 
the constitution, and have not lived under it 
since 1850. The south stood by it—stood 
firm for strict construction. 
us have the constitution and they took 
money. Since the war the south has still 
contended. for strict constraction. The 
north has sat in admiration of our innocent 
simplicity, approved our rhetoric, smiled at 
our reverence for waste paper, encouraged our 
honorable resolve not to touch a dollar that 
we could not find named in the constitution, 
and said tous: ‘Thatis perfectly beautiful! 
Farmers should stand by the constitution! 
Please hand over $47 of every $100 to foster our 
factories.’ 

“So thatif the subtreasury bill be un¢con- 
Stitutional, that obstacle is easily removed. 
That once sacred instrument must be amended 
in order to more clearly define and restrict the 
powers of congress. If not, congress will soon 
obliterate state lines and reserved rights.” 

The Alliance and Its Dangers. 

“Do you,think the alliance will hold to- 
gether or go to pieces, like the grange?” 

“A fullanswer to your question would be 
lengthy—too long; for in it is involved the 
discussion of all internal forces and weak- 
nesses and external assaults. I wish I had 
time togive my views on this point, forl 
would almost despair of relief from present 
tyranny by the money-power should the 
alliance go down in defeat. But I shall not 
flatter thom. Ihave no favors toask. What 
I say to them is not inspired by the present. 
lam nota member of the alliance order, but 
was an allianceman before the organization 
was formed. I had thought and felt so much 
on this subject, on retiring from public life I 
formulated my views in my book, ‘*Plutocracy, 
American White Slavery,’ as a feeble picture 
of what now exists, and a prediction of what 
isto be. And my hope of peaceable deliver- 
ance for the whole country abides with the 
alliance. 

“But itis beset with dangers, more within 
than without. It must conquer asan army 
conquers—-by unity of purpose, unity of acting; 
no division, no straggling, no desertion, no 
absence atrolicall. It must putno one in 
command who is not heart, soul and mind in 
accord with its aims—no onein the remotest 
way in affiliation orsympathy with the enemy ; 
no one unwilling to lead where the majority 
directs. And the rank and file must stand by 
their leaders.”’ 

The Movement Must Be National. 

“The movement must be national. If sec- 
tional, it isdoomed. Tobe nationalit must 
bury all past prejudices. Are the men, north 
and south, able to dothat? If not, union is 
impossible, and defeat and disaster certain. 
Northern men say we of the south cannot con- 
quer our prejudices. This isto be disproved 
or affirmed by the action of the southern alli- 
ance. , 

‘*‘The eternal danger lies in the insidious 
assaults that the money-power will make on it 
ina hundred ways. One is by inducing the alli- 
ance to select Jeaders all over the country 
who are weak in will, needy in purse, and can 
be controlled and made to ‘bark with the 
hounds while running with the hare.’ The 
alliance will have to beware of ‘sympathizers.’ 
The alliance needs supporters, advocates, 
bold, outspoken friends—not sympathizers. 

3ut I must stop, I have said enough, but nota 
tenth part that I would say.”’ 

To the last question, “Do you intend to 
make any speeches?’’ Mr. Norwood answered, 
as he snapped his valise and strapped it to the 
fourth hole. “Speeches! What for? If the 
people don’t know what they want, I cannot 
instruct them. Ifthey do know—and I am 
sure they do—speaking is unnecessary. The 
chief issue before the people of Georgia is her 
representation in the United States senate for 
the next six years, and that issue requires no 
discussion, especially as there is, so far as I 
know, but one candidate for the office.’ 

Nothing more definite could be got out of 
Mr. Norwood as to his political purposes and 
ambitions, if he entertains any. The inter- 
view was secured with difficulty. The ex- 
senator displayed no disposition to be communi- 
cative, and he spoke wiih unusual delibera- 
tion, seemingly aware that his utterances con- 
cerned the gravest problem that confronts the 
American public, the struggle between mass- 
ing, organized and uhscrupulous 
wealth and their partisans, on 
the one hand, and scattered, helpless and 
growing poverty, among the people, whether 
farmers, merchants or daily toilers. In one 
point the interview was a failure. I could not 
discover whether Mr. Norwood entertained 
any political aspirations. One thing not 
brought out in the remarks I have quoted was 
dimly shadowed forth in the interview. If 
the farmers do not flock to the democratic 
standards and overwhelm the republican party, 
it will be because of the unwisdom, not to say 
idiocy, of the democratic leadersin repudiating 
the support of the most numerous as well as 
most conservative element of the American 
public.

| OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 


MR. BLAINE SAYS IT OUGHT TO BE 
ENLARGED. 


HIS SYSTEM. OF RECIPROCITY. 


The Secretary of State Speaks at Waterford, 
Maino—The Great Need of the Country 
Is Expansion of Trade. 


WATERVILLE, Me., August 29.—Secretary 
Blaine spoke here tonight at a republican mass 
meeting. In regard to national questions, he 
said : | 
I wish to declare the opinion that the United 
States has reached the point where one of its 

highest duties is to enlarge the area of its foreign 
trade. Under tle beneficent policy of protection, 
we have developed a volume of manufactures 
which, in many departments, overruns the de- 
mands of the home market. In the field of agri- 
culture, with the immense proportion given 
it by agricultural implements, we can 
do far more than produce _ bread- 
stuffs and provisions for our own people, 
nor wouldit be an ambitious destiny for so great 
a country as ours to manufacture only what we 
can Consuine, or to produce only what we can eat. 
We are already, in many fabrics and.in many 
products, far beyond that, and our great demand 
isexpansion. I mean an expansion of trade with 
countries who can find profitable exchange. We 
are not secking annexation of territory. Certainly 
we do not desire it unless it should come by the 
volition of the people who might ask the priceless 
boon of place under the flag of the union. I feel 
sure for a long time to come that the people 
of the United States will be wisely content with 
our present area and not launch upon any 
scheme of annexation. Atthe same time, think 
we should be anwisely content if we did not seek 
to engage in what the younyer Pitt so weli termed 
the annexation of trade for nearly thirty years. 
Now, the United States has had the great ad- 
vantage of a protective tariff, by far the longest 
unbroken period that its industrial policy has 
been in force since the federal government was 
organized. Happily the great majority of our 
people, without strict regard to party lines, 
believe that the results to the American 
people from the protective policy has been in- 
caltulably beneficient, aggregating.in a quarter 
of a-century to the national and individual wealth 
beyond anything ever dreamed of before in the 
history of the world. 

HE SPEAKS OF PROTECTION, 

I do not mention protecgion because I intend to 
fore this audience. 
That would bea needless, if notan impertinent 
effort. I mereiy wish to proclaim its ,victories. 
Without protection the United States would have 
been poor, indeed. After the ravages of the war 
from: 1861 to 1865, with protection, every section 
has flourished and prospered, grown and gained. 
Even .where ‘revenue duties * have been laid 
with no expectation of developing industries 
there have, in many instances, been great financial 
and industrial results. The heavy dtity on silk 
was levied primarily, not for protection, but 
sitaply to secure a large revenue from one of the 
Mixuries of the rich; but as a consequence of this 
duty the silk industry has increased so rapidly 
that it constitutes one of the leading 
fabrics of New Jersey, one of the largest 
manufacturing states of the union. I 
could readily advance other illustrations to 
the fame effect. As I have already intimated, 
Il am here to speak of the expansion of our foreign 
trade; not any novel process; not by any mode 
that will shock or distur) the industries; not by 
any mode that will invite our people to rash ex- 
;etnents, or thaé will launch us in doubtful and 
dangerous investments. 

A SYSTEM OF RECTPROCITY. 

What I mean to speak of briefly is a system of 
reciprocity, notin conflict with the protective 
tariff, but supplementary thereto, and presenting 
afield of enterprise that will richly repay the 
efforts and energy of the American people. We 
Shall find it instructive and valuable to examine 
into the sources of our imports, and the destina- 
tion of our exports and to strike a balance be- 
tween the two. 

Take last year, 1889. In that year our whole ex- 
ports to all countries in the three continents of 
Europe, Asia and Africa and to Australia, Canada 
and Hawaii amounted, in round numbers, to $65s8,- 
000,000, and our imports from all those countries 
amounted, in round numbers, to $529,000,000, show- 
ing that from that vast trade we had a baiance of 
$129,000,000 in our favor, equivalent to thatamount 
of gold among our people. But when all accounts 
were closed, instead of having $129,000,000 in our 
favor, we hadabalance of $13,000,000 against us 
from our toreign trade. We must, therefore, have 
lost $142,000,000 in our commerce with countries 
outside of those to which I have referred. Where 
could we have found sucha large adverse balance? 

WHERE THE UNITED STATES LOST. 

Let me tell you. We lost $41,000,000 in Cuba, 
from which our imports were $52,000.000 and to 
which our exports were only $11,000,900. Forty- 
one million dollars is a pretty large sum to lose in 
one islandinasingle year. In the republic of 
Brazil we lost $51,000,000. Our import from Brazil 
were $60,000,000 ; our exports to Brazil were $9,000, - 
000. In Mexico we lost $10,000,000. The imports 
from Mexico were $21,000,000; our exporis to 
Mexico were $11,000,000. To sum it all up, our im- 
por from countries south of the United States, 

Oth insular and continental, on this hemisphere, 

were $216,000,000 ; our exports to them were §$74,- 
000,000. The balance against usin our trade with 
those countries,therefore, is $142,000,000, exceeding 
our gains from all the rest ot the world by §$13,- 
000,000. By no figure of speech can we flatter 
ourselves into the belief that our trade with our 
American neighbors is in a prosperous condition. 
How can this state of ailairs be remedied? You 
have heard a great deal said within the past ten 
years by our democratic friends about the iniquity 
of the republican party keeping up tbe war tariff. 
Asa matter of fact, the war tariff has not been 
kept tp, but. has been amended over and over 
again until the revision of 1883 left scarcely a 
trace of the actual tariff. That was in force at 
the close of the war and fora few years after- 
wards. During the war we were compelled to tax 
almost everything in the air, in water, on the 
earth and under the earth. 

The necessities of the government were so great 
that we could allow scarcely anything to be im- 
ported without paying tribute, :.nod 4 think no 
patriotic mancan deny that that was a wise polic 

We were not then studying the philosophy of trade 
relations. but how to save the life of the nation. 
Money was the primal necessity, and we seized it 
whenever we could reach it. [Laughter.) But 
during the last eighteen years a great change has 
been made. Soentirely hasthe war tariff been 
abolished that in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1889, the articles admitted free were considerably 
more than one-third of all the imports. To be 
exact, imported articles that paid duty exceeded 

; in value, and rted = arti- 
paid no exceeded 
256,000, in value. inevitable 
tendency is, I think, toward an increase of the free 
list. Our great mistake was made when we began 
to repeal war duties on so large an amount of im- 
ports.

THE STRIKE IS OVER. 


The Chicago Switchmen Return to Their 
Work. 

CuHIcaGo, August 29.—At noon today the 
collapse of every railroad strike in the city 
had occurred and work on the stockyards was 
begun in earnest at 1 o’clock this afternoon. 
The Chicago and Alton switchmen have 
recognized their mistake and have gone back 
to work this afternoon as a result of the con- 
ference between General Manager Chappell, 
Grand MasterfSweeney, Vice Grand Master 
Downey and a committee of strikers. 

The men agree to become members of the 
Switchmen’s Union to be hereafter governed 
by its rules and by the advice of its chief, to 
refrain from trying to dictate to the company 
in the matter of hiring or promoting its men, 
but with the right to appeal to the officers of 
the company for redress of grievances, the 
latter agreeing to hear such complaints in a 
spirit of fairness. Switchmen at the stock- 
yards met this morning and declared the 
strike off, to gointo effect at 1 o'clock today. 
The Lake Shore strike is virtually settled, 
forty-seven of the men having signed an 
agreement todo the work as ordered. This 
leaves about twenty whose places are being 
filled rapidly. These men will not be taken 
back, according to Superintendent Alsden. 
The road is moving its freight without any 
inconvenience. 

The Strikes in Australia. 

MELBOURNE, August 29.—Special constables 
have been‘enrolled to gtiard the city against 
threatened riots. The city is without gas, and 
the suburbs are dimly lighted. Mail service and 
over-sea traffic continues. The shipping com- 
panies are employing non-union men. . Wharf- 
men at New Zealand ports have struck, and 
service between New Zealand and Queens- 
land, is partly maintained by non-union men. 
Otiicers of five of the New Zealand com- 
panies’ steamers refuse to join the strikers. 


TOUCHED THE WIRE AND DIED. 


Three Men Killed by Coming in Contact 
with a Light Wire. 

WHEELING, W. Va., August 29.—At 7 
o’clock this evening, a colored man, named 
Joe Solomon, employed in the Wheeling Ter- 
minal Railway Company’s tunnei, now in 
course of construction, stepped on a wire 
which supplied the current to the arc electric 
lights used inthe tunnel headings, and was 
instantly killed. An Italian, who is known 
only by his contract number, stepped on the 
same wire just as Solomon fell, and was also 
instantly killed. Two other men were 
shocked in drawing the corpses from the wire. 
Both men wore thick-soled leather boots, and 
neither body was burned or mangled in any 
way. 


The Deadly Wire. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., August 29.—[Special.]— 
John Echols, a colored switchman, was in- 
stantly killed by an electric shock tonight. 
An arc-light wire had been cut by theJineman 
during the day and one end wrapped around a 
post near the ground. Theendof the wire 
was not covered. Tonight Echols was leaning 
against the post and touched the end of the 
wire with his finger to see if it was sharp. The 
full current was on and the man sank to the 
ground a corpse.

AN EXTRA SESSION, 


INDICATIONS THAT THE REPUBLIC=- 
ANS WILL BRING IT ABOUT 


IN ORDER TO PASS THE FORCE BILL. 


Mr. [Edmunds Introduced fa Resolution 
for Recess Instead of Adjourament— 
What It Means. 


WASHINGTON, August 29.—[Special.}—Sena- 
tor EKdmunds’s resolution introduced in the 
senate today providing for a recess from Sep- 
tember 19th to November 10th, created quite # 
stir at the capitol. 

Senator Edmunds disclaims forhisside of the 
senate any responsibility for the resolution, 
and says it was introduced on his own motion, 
but there are evidences that it is at least in 
sympathy with what the president desires. 

Mr. Harrisonis very much wedded to the 
force bill, and yery much alarmed at the bad 
position in which the party has been placed by 
the action of the senate in letting it go over. 
When the republican senatorial caucus was 
held, which decided on that action, it was 
proposed that the president call an extra 
session immediately after the election for the 
purpose of passing the force bill, but the propo- 
sition was abandoned. 

Besides being a rebuke to congress for not 
doing its duty, it would be hard for the presi- 
dent to justify a special session. They are 
only called in great emergencies, when the 
country is in danger, and{the people would noé 
probably endorse an extraordinary session 
called three weeks in advance of the regular 
session in order to crowd through a high- 
handed political measure, which the mass ef 
the people do not want, and upon which the 
wisdom and expediency of which the repub- 
licans of the senate were so divided that 
they made no attempt to pass if. - 
Tho Edmunds resolution to take a recess, 
therefore, would accomplish the purpose, and 
not subject Mr. Harrison to merited criticism. 

But the proposition is not well received, ex- 
cept by the rabid pro-force-bill senators and 
representatives. Outside of all questions of 
politics, the republicans of the house are 
anxious.¢0 get away for a rest. If the recess 
resolution should pass, it would clap the re- 
publicans back into harness after six weeks of 
hard work on the stump, and keep them there 
until March 4th next. 

This would inevitably result in breaking’ 
some of them down, and they do not caré to 
sentence themselves to hard labor when 
nothing is to be gained thereby. 

The demccratic senators do not believe the 
resolution will pass, and moreover they look 
upon it as a breach of faith, inasmuch as the 
agreement by which they agreed to close the 
debate on the tariff predicated the postpone- 
ment of the force bill until next session. If 
congress should take a recess until after the 
election, the three weeks before the short 
session would be included in the first session, 
and an attempt to take up the force bill would 
be clearly a violation of the agreenient. 

Silver Dollar Bland said there was just one 
recess resolution he would favor. If Mr. Ed- 
munds would amend his resolution to provide 
for arecess from September 19th to March 4th, 
he thought he could promise the support of the 
democrats. 

“The country is tired of this congress,”’ said 
Mr. Biand, ‘‘and the quickerit adjourns and 
the longer it stays adjourned, the better it wil] 
please the people.’’ oc 

Debt of Georgia’s Counties, 

The census office has issued a report showing 
the fimancial condition of counties in the 
United States. 

The total bonded indebtedness of Georgia 
counties is placed at $399,000, an increase of 
$276,400 since 1880. While in 1880, Georgia’s 
counties stood least in debt of any of the 
southern states, they now stand deeper in 
debt than both Louisiana and Florida. The 
heaviest is Texas with $2,030,907 of bonded 
indebtedness. 

The floating debt of Georgia’s counties is 
now $66,060, an increase of $6,870 over 1886. 

Thej gross {debt of the fcounties of 
Georgia is $465,060. They have a sinking 
fund of $52,353; cash in treasury and other 
available resources, $290,431; total available 
resources, $322,784; net debt, $142, 
276; annual interest charge, $26,925. 

Compared with other southern states, the 
indebtedness of the counties of Georgia is 
light. All the Georgia counties are entirely free 
from debt with the excption of twenty-six. 
They are Floyd, Bartow, Pickens, Clarke, 
Oglethorpe, Oconee, Newton, Douglas, Fay- 
ette, Greene, Bibb, Baldwin, Dooly, Laurens, 
Hancock, Randolph, Dougherty, Mitchell, 
Decatur, Telfair, Chatham, Glynn, McIntosh, 
Screven, Clinch and Lee. Floyd isthe heaviest 
in debt exceeding $50,000, while Lee and Cinch 
are the lowest, each with under $500, of in- 
debtedness.

Although the 
Cordele shoe factory sells directly to retailers, 
this New York jobbing merchant says that he 
expects to pay freight on these shoes to New 
York and still sell them, or a great many of 
them, to his Georgia and Alabama customers, 
The Cordele shoe factory is a mammoth con- 
cern, and steps are now being taken to make it 
one of the largest shoe factories in the southern 
states. 

The people of Cordele will soon have one of 
the prettiest little opera houses in the state. It 
is well arranged, the appointments complete, 
and planned and fitted up by an expert. The 
scenery, costing $600, has been ordered, 
the building will be finished in the course of 
thirty days. Theonly thing that is now re- 
tarding its completion, is the fact that brick 
masons are exceedingly scarce here, owing to 
the fact that there a great number of brick 
buildings now in course of erection.

A CORRESPONDENT DESCRIBES THE 
WORK IN CHEROKEE. 


To Increase the Capacity of the Mills—The 
History of the Enterprise—It Is Pay- 
ing Handsomely, 


AcworTH, Ga., August 29.—[Special.]—Ac- 
companying Mayor J. F. Collins, of Acworth, 
Editor Henry Williams, of The Mineral Post, 
Mr. A. T. Simmons, Mr. L. A. Litchfield, and 
Captain James L. Lemon, THE Constrrv- 
TION’S correspondent visited today the mine of 
the Georgiana Gold and Silver Mining Com- 
pany. : 

The party was met by Superindent A. Dela- 
vigne, and shown through the mines, 

In many respects the visit was a revelation. 
Much was seen and heard that may be of gen- 
eral interest to THE CONSTITUTION’s readers. 

The ore which the company was raising 
showed free gold, some in large quantities. 
In fact, itisevident to any one who knows 
anything about gold ore, that the rock now 


. being worked is immensely rich, and if it con- 


tinues so, and there seems to be no reason why 
it should not, this mine is far better than any- 
thing ever developed in this section before. 
The mill is the Huntly mill, and does its work 
well. Of the hard ore they work about two- 
thirds of atonan hour. With their present 
water facilities they only run about eight 
hoursaday. The water now used is from 
springs and the shaft. 

By damming and building waterworks so 
as to utilize the water of the various springs 
around their mill, they will be able to quad- 
ruple their mill capacity and run day and 
night. This will be dene before a great while, 
providing the mine continues to produce its 
present satisfactory results. 

The best day’s work done, probably, was a 
nine-hour run, resulting in the saving of $209 
worth of gold. Each day’s work is put into a 
lump or ball, called ‘“‘pellican eggs.”’

W.S. Hacket, boss miner, or ‘Grand Hog,”’ 
as he is called; an@ Carson Mudge, a_ stock 
owner, an expert mineralogist, geologist and 
practical miner. All are of New Orleans, 
prominent and wealthy business men.

They Will Kill Him if He is Caught.

rible Experience of Mr, Robert 
Sharpe, as Told by Him. 
From The Athens Banner. 

In the history of the horrible tortures and won- 
derful escapes from death, none furnish more 
thrilling details or affecting scenes than that of 
last Monday, when Mr. Robert Sharpe and @ negro 
were buried in the bottom of a well. 


Mr. Gus Stevens was in the city yesterday and 


gave ug the particulars of the accident and the 
rescue, and while his graphic degcription of the 
affair cannot be put on paper, an idea can be 

otten of the frightful situation of thedwo men 


by the following. 

Mr. Stevens is the senior member of the firm of 
Stevens, Huff & Co., of Sandy Cross, whose well it 
was the men were engaged in working upon. 
They are hired by the above firm, and Monday 
were sent down into a well to fix a pump. The 
well had a rock wall and was about twenty feet 


deep. 

It seems that the negro noticed the crumbling 
begin at the top, and made a jump to get out in 
time, but too late to effect his escape. Down 
came the rocks upon him and Mr. Sharpe, burying 
both many feet under the surface of the earth. 
So soon a8 the accident was discovered work was 
begun with intense vigor in removing the earth 
and stones, though little hope was had for the 
lives of the men, 

Calls were made, but with no answer for a lorg 
time. 

Mra. Sharpe was near the opening and, almost 
frantic with grief, cried for her husband to an- 
swer. Finally a smothered voice was heard, and 
by eee extremely quiet a few words were dis- 
tinguished. They were: ‘‘Good bye, dear wife ; 
the water is rising rapidly. I will soon be dead. 

No one can depict the feelings of the wife. 
Here within a few feet was her beloved husband, 
slowly awaiting death and nothing could be done 
to save him. Those engaged in the work of res- 
cuing and the onlookers were greatly affected, 
and the horror of the situation was made stronger 
by the agonizing tears of the wife. 

Work was continued with renewed vigor, and 
finally ata depth of 16 feet the negro was found. 
At first all supposed him dead. Blood was pour- 
ing from gashes on his head, and he bore the ap- 

yearance of a dead man. On lifting him out, 
however, and examining him, it was found that 
he was merely stunned, and his wounds were not 
at all serious, 

The excavation was then rapidly pushed until 
Mr. Sharpe was reached. He was perfectly con- 
scious, but weak and badly bruised. He could 
talk, however, and his picture of his sufferings 
rivals those experienced by Tantalus. : 

He says he was sitting with his back against the 
rock wall and working on the panne when the 
first warning was received that the wa 1 was fall- 
ing upon him, He immediately threw one arm 
over his head to protect it from the stones which 
tumbled down upon him and pinned him in this 

0sition, i 

; Some of them were large, and by their fall 
gashed and bruised him terribly. So secure: 
pinned was he that not a muscle could be moved, 
save the fingers of one hand. Just where this was 
fastened was the only space through which air 
could enter, and at times he was almost suffo- 
cated. The opening would occasionally be closed 
by the settling of the dirt, and by the moving of 
his fingers he could cause the opening to again 
allowtair to pass. , 

Once or rules he effected this with great diffi- 
culty, and before he accomplished it, was at the 
point of death by suffocation. 

This horrible state can be better imagined than 
expressed, but the horror was increased by the 
rapidly rising water. " 

This. ohion was only a few inches deep when 
the crumbling took place, was up to his shoulders 
at the time the negro was rescued. Mr. Sharpe 
says the time between the rescue of the negro and 
his own seemed a century, end at times he was s0 
near crazy as to tr for a speedy death. The 
water rose more slowly, however, and when taken 
out, was not quite up to his chin. | 

He is nowin bed and ina serious condition, 
though it is thought he will recover. The negro 
is out and walking around, and will be ready for 
work in a day ortwo. Their escape is miraculous, 
and their sufferings such as will have to be de- 
picted by the imagination of our readers. 


HE KILLED AIS WIFE. 


A White Man at Cusseta Arrested—A Boy 
and a Gun.

Henry Cook, a white man, about twenty-five 
years old, was arrested and lodged in Cusseta 
jail last night for killing his wife.

GIVEN A ROUSING RECEPTION IN 
PUTNAM COUNTY. 


The East Putnam Alliance Barbecue a Big 
Success—Speeches by the Governor and 
by Hon. J. B. Hunnicutt, 


Eatonton, Ga., August 29.—[{Spocial.]— 


The barbecue of east Putnam alliance at | 
‘Wesley chapel today was a great success, 


socially as well as politically. There wasa 
touch of the old times about it that was re- 
ffeshing, indeed. The social features of the 
occasion were happily varied by an address 
delivered by the alliance speaker, Mr. J. B. 
Hunnicutt, and by a speech of Governor 
Gordon, who was present as aninvited guest. 

Mr. Hunnicutt insisted that the farmers 
should demand the passage of the subtreasury 
bill until something better was offered. He 
advocated the establishment of a school 
where farmers’ sons could be taught to farm 
upon scientific principles. Mr. Hunnicutt is 
highly regarded in this county, although our 
people have known him but a short while. 

Great interest was felt in General Gordon’s 
speech, and for an hour and a half he was lis- 
tened to with profound attention by the 
farmers and their invited guests. I do not 
know whether he was at his best or not, but 
Gerdon always captures the crowd, and that is 
all that is necessary. He requested the news- 
paper men present, of whom there were sev- 
eral, to refrain from reporting his remarks, as 
he would furnish stenographic copies of his 
speech to the press. 

I will only say, therefore, that he reiterated, 
in thestrongest possible language, the position 
he took in his Atlanta speech in opposition to 
the subtreasury bill. Ho said he felt he would 
prove false to himself to the farmers and to 
the democratic party if, under the circum- 
stances, he should seek their support without 
detining his position. 

‘Why did I speak,”’ he asked, ‘‘when it was 
only necessary for me to be silent in order to 
receive the unanimons support of the general 
assembly ?”’ 

In the course of his remarks he said he 
would shortly place before the public the sub- 
stance of a bill that would be of more practi- 
ea! benefit than anything yet suggested, but 
said he would refuse to support even a bill of 
his own sugggestion, if after consideration, he 
thought it would tend to divide this people. 

This is just one idea in Governor Gordon’s 
speech and I have not reported even that as 
fully as it was elaborated. 

After he had finished, the following resolu- 
ticn was offered by J. T. Dennis and adopted: 

Recognizing in General Gordon a } atriot, states- 
man and citizen, who, under all circumstances, 
whether on the battlefield, in the national coun- 
cil, in the gubernatorial chair or in the walk of 
Private life, has exhibited an ardent devotion to 
his state, a love for the people, and an ability and 
faithfulnessin the discharge of any duty un- 
excelied by any one; therefore be it 

Resolved, 1. That we, the neople of Putnam 
county, do most heartily reiterate our confidence 
in him. 

Rosolved, 2, That it is the desireof this 
county that he shall be returned to the senate of 
the United States. 

General Gordon was importuned to remain 
in Eatonton tonight and a reception would 
have been tendered him, but he had to leave 
for Canton, where he speaks tomorrow.

THE STATE OF BUSINESS. 


The Money Market Easier and the Out- 
look Brightening. 

New York, August 29.—The weekly review 
of trade of R. G. Dun & Co. says: 

The great relief in the money market here caused 
by the treasury purchases of 4% per cent bonds; 
the refusal of the labor federation to take up and 
extend the strike on the Central railroad, and the 
prospect that the senate will soon reach final 
action on the tariff bill, have all tended toimprove 
the state of business. Atthe same time better 
crop prospects have brought ae dis- 
tinct reaction in speculations, which most 
retarded exports. Thus, while the  vyol- 
ume of domestic trade continues greater 
than in any previous year at this 
season, bank clearings for August outside of this 
city exceeding last year’s by 21 percent, the out- 
look for the future is clearer and brighter. The 
large failure of note brokers at Boston caused 
some nervousness, but according toreports is un- 
likely to produce other disasters. The New York 


. Central is now moving traffic about as if there had 


> been no strike, and strugglesin the brick busi- 
ness are brighter. In Chicago the stockyards ap- 
ear to have only a local influence. Wool sales at 
oston reached 3,005,000 pounds, and many mills 
having substituted territory warp for fleece wool 
in use, the market for fleece has been weak. 
Better orders for woolen goods are reported by 
mills, partictilarly in men’s wear and dress goods. 
A fair trade continues in cotton goods, and the 
manufacturer is encouraged by a fall of 5, of a 
— during the past week in the price of middling 
uplands, 

_The be@* and shoe trade i# large and active; 
higher prices required by an advance in material 
being obtained with less difficulty, but tanners 
are taking hides less freely, believing in lower 
prices. : 

The past week has witnessed “some further im- 
provement in the demand for manufactured iron 
and steel, plate and structural mills being 
crowded, with better prices in some cases, But 
the pig iron market, according to private ac- 
counts from Philadelphia, is badly disorganized 
at present, and is not stronger here, the doubt 
whether production has not much exceeded the 
demand affecting views of buyers. 

Stagnation prevails in the coal trade and itis 
admitted that May prices still rule in actual sales. 
Accounts from other cities are even more favor- 
able than usual, excepting as to the money 
markets. Theinterior money markets do not 
vet feel the relief seen here. Therate on cail 
here has dropped to four per cent though the 
treasury has — out only $1,500,000 more than it 
has taken in fora week. The movement of some 
staples is checked by high prices. Wheat exports 
fall far below last year’s and the value of all ex- 
ports from New York for four weeks shows a 
decrease of 251, er cent from 
last year, But prices have been yielding rapidly; 
wheat and corn each about two cents, and oats 3 
cents for the week, oil over 1% cents, pork 25 
cents per barrel, and cotton 5% ofa cent. Hogs, 
lard and butter are stronger and coffee un- 
changed.

After dinner, the convention reassembled 
and proceeded to ballot until 5:30 o’clock, 
when the hundredth ballot was reached, and 
the convention adjourned until 9 o’clock-. 
tomorrow morning, 

Speculation is rife tonight as to the proba- 
ble result of tomorrow’s balloting. The pre- 
vailing impression seems to be that the dead- 
lock will continue. Some, however, think 
there will be a stampede in the morning, and 
some one of the three will go in. 

The determination of each candidate seems 
to be to stick, and their delegations say they 
will never leave them. If either Olive or 
Colley should retire, it looks like Lawson will 
be the winner. However, as matters now 
stand, it may be possible that a combination 
of Colley and Olive will beat Lawson. 

The committee on resolutions reported, and 
their report will be considered tomorrow 
Their report was as follows: 

The democratic party of the eighth congress- 
ional district of the state of Georgia points with 
pride to its united and harmonious session and to 
the contented and prosperous condition of all our 
people. We reaffirm our devotion to the funda- 
mental principles of the democratic party as 
contained in the platform of the party adopted 
at St. Louls in 1888 ; that all 
taxation should be reduced to the lowest possible 
lim# consistent with the maintenance of the 
public credit and the necessities of the govern- 
ment economically admidistered ; that taxes should 
be laid on the luxuries rather than the necessities 
of life. We favor the unlimited coinage of silver, 
the repeal of the national banking system, the re- 
moval of the restrictions now contained in federal 
laws upon the circulation of state banks, and the 
increase of the volume of the currency, commen- 
surate with the needs and the increasing business 
of the country. We heartily endorse the administra- 
tion of his exceliency, J. B. Gordon,as governor of 
Georgia for its clean, statesmanlike and uniform 
devotion to the best interests of’ the state, show- 
ing in its accomplishment a faftiful performance 
of every party assurance made to the people of 
Georgia. We hail with delight jthe action of the 


federal senate in defeating, at least for the 
present, the Lodge force bill. 


These resolutions will doubtless be passed. 

If there has been any change at allin senti- 
ment, it has been to Colley. The Lawson men 
are somewhat disappointed in not having 
secured the nomination before now, and this 
delay seems to be somewhat annoying, but 
they are here to stay. 

Another day may develop something, and 
again it may not.

Perhaps there is an excess of blind confi- 
dence displayed by our northwestern breth- 
ren. In their convention this week the del- 
egates seemed determined to astonish the 
country at large, and they have beyond all 
doubt scored a big success. 

In the first place, the Wisconsin democrats 
selected Mayor George W. Peck, of Milwau- 
kee, for their gubernatorial nominee. This 
cannot fail to disappoint a large element in 
the party. Mr. Peck. is a humorist, and a 
very poor one.

But these wild western democrats were 
not satisfied with the funny business alone. 
They adopted a resolution offered by a negro 
delegate endorsing and asking for the passage 
of the force bill, in order to secure fair elec- 
tions in the congressional districts! 

Perhaps there is not an instance on record 
where democrats went so squarely back upon 
the principles of their party. If there ever 
was a thoroughly undemocratic measure it is 
the force bill. If there ever was a bill con- 
taining all the provisions necessary for the 
suppression of a fair ballot it is this proposed 
statute designed to perpetuate republican 
rule, and lead the way to negro domination 
in the south. And yet the democrats of 


Wisconsin have endorsed it and demanded 


its passage! 

It is possible that peculiar conditions, not 
understood at this distance from the scene of 
action, are beginning to assume a threaten- 
ing aspect in Wisconsin.

In a government labor report, printed a 
few years ago, Atlanta was put down as 
paying lower average wages to women than 
any other city in the United States. -The 
average compensation received by working 
women in Atlanta was then said to be $4.05 
a week, while the average in San Francisco 
reached $6.96.

It is to be hoped that the figures of the 
present census will present a better showing. 
We boast that the elevated status of women 
is one of the distinguishing tests of a higher 
civilization, but there is something radically 
wrong in our system when women are not 
justly paid for their work. 

Passing by certain outdoor and other occu- 
pations requiring exposure and _ great 
strength, it must be admitted that in all the 
lighter lines of employment women are 
equal and frequently superior to men. They 
handle the money in our national ‘treasury 
without making mistakes. They make ex- 
cellent bookkeepers and cashiers, and never 
default. They are expert stenographers, 
typewriters and clerks. As printers, factory 
hhands and workers ina hundred useful in- 
dustries they are preferred to men, 

This being the case, why not pay women 
the wages of men for doing as good, or 
better, work than men can do. Here is a 
question for the novelist, the economist and 
the business man to seriously consider. 

At all events, there is one thing that At- 
Janta can do, if she has not already done it, 
and that is to wipe out the item in the gov- 
ernment report which advertises us to the 
world as paying the lowest average wages to 
women. It is bad enough to pay men less 
than their labor is worth, but to half starve 
a competent worker simply because she is a 
woman is a grinding oppression unworthy of 
any man whose morality rises higher than 
robbery. 

If the census repeats Atlanta’s unfavor- 
able showing a few years ago, let us wipe 
it out!

The above figures are taken from the cen- 
sus and election of 1880, and commenting 
thereon The Herald truly says: ‘‘Missouri 
is classed among the solid south states in 
which the vote is suppressed and in which 
bayonets and force are needed to guarantee 
fair elections, and yet with only 39,000 more 
males of voting age it casts 115,000 more 
votes than Massachusetts does.’’ And yet 
another table is given in tracing and com- 
paring this suppressed vote. It is as follows: 
South Carolina, males over 21...... vevewKeken 205,789 
Minnesota, males Over 21......cccccecceccees dlagaoo 
South Carolina, total vote 
Minnesota, total vote 150,771 

This shows clearly, without assigning rea- 
sons, where the popular vote is suppressed 
the most. The Herald continues: 

There is a suffrage question at the south the 
same as there is at the north, but a party that ig- 
nores the one and strives by revolutionary means 
to reach the other is guilty of false pretense as 
well as of violence. The suppressed vote of the 
north means as muchas the suppressed vote of 
the south. Neither is wholly attributable to in- 
timidation. Both result in large part from ignor- 
ance and indifference. 

The inflammatory republican leaders who thirst 
for another sectional quarrel should look at home. 
Their falsehoods and their hypocrisy have been 
exposed. 

There is§no, way of getting around the 
figures presented above; taken from the 
census and froin the election records of the 
states mentioned, they must be accepted as 
facts. Our northern and western contem- 
poraries would do well to ponder them and 
profit by them when they are tempted to 
accuse the southern states of intimidating 
and suppressing the vote. In doing so they 
are striving to occupy positions they cannot 
maintain, and the only result is that they 
place themselves in a most unfavorable light 
before the country. 


An Original Suggestion. 

One of the plans for the settlement of the 
race question placed before the Mississippi 
convention has at least the merit of originality. 
The scheme is to give every male adulta 
vote, and two votes to every one who can 
furnish proof of his European descent. 

The Memphis Avalanche says that this 
would make civilization the test of suffrage, 
and would not discriminate against a voter on 
account of race, color or previous condition 
of servitude. We cannot altogether agree 
with our contemporary. It strikes us that 
a plan of suffrage which gives one vote toa 
negro and two votes to a white man isa very 
obvious discrimination on account of race 
and color. Certainly that would be the in- 
evitable effect of such a law. 

Then, there is no telling how far the prin- 
ciple would be extended in future. In the 
course of time it might be so changed as to 
give half a vote to persons of Indian descent, 
one full vote toanegro, two votes to a person 
of European descent, with a provision that, 
where his ancestors for five generations had 
been born in America, he should have three 
votes. 

This novel suggestion is fanciful, unjust 
and impracticable. It would lead to endless 
trouble. Fortunately, it is not likely to be 
seriously considered. : 


The Negro in the North. 

Philadelphia is a strong republican city, in 
favor of the force bill, and every other meas- 
ure that is supposed to be in the interest of 
the negroes of the south. 

But just at present there is trouble in the 
Quaker City. The other day 500 white 
cloakmakers went out on a strike. Last 
Sunday the negro preachers, from their 
pulpits, announced that all good seamstresses 
could obtain work by applying at a certain 
establishment the next day. On Monday 
morning a crowd of negro women, led by a 
preacher, marched into the designated place 
and applied for work. They took the job 
of the strikers, and for a time the employers 
supposed that their trouble was over. 

It seems, however, that there is a good 
deal of race prejudice in republican Philade]- 
phia. When the working people learned 
that the negroes had taken the places of the 
white strikers there was a general outburst 
of indignation. On every street corner men 
were heard denouncing ‘‘the d—d niggers.” 
The feeling is growing more intense, and it 
is plain that if the new cloakmakers are not 
discharged their white opponents will resort 
to violent methods to get rid of them. 

There is nothing startling about this inci- 
dent.

Dr. Hawthorne Makes a Point. 
From The Boston Globe. 

In a sermon preached last Sunday in Washing- 
ton by Rev. J. B. Hawthorne, a Baptist clergyman 
of Atlanta, Ga., that gentleman inveighed earn- 
estly against requiring the general taxpayer to 
support a chaplain for the purpose of praying for 
the benefit of congressmen. “Let members of 
congress,” he said, ‘take money from their own 
pockets to support the man whom they choose to 
lead them in the morning devotions, and let the 
officers and privates of the army do the same.”’ 

As church and state are supposed to be divorced 
in this country, and as congress, under the consti- 
tution, is a purely secular body, the contention of 
Mr. Hawthorne that the employment of a chaplain 
is wholly a private and personal affair among the 
congressmen seems rational. Ifso, then it fol- 
lows logically that they should personally pay for 
their praying, just as other people do. 

But even if the office of chaplain were made a 
private affair it would not remove the same un- 
pleasantness that arises from devotional exer- 
cises in the public schools where the pupils are of 
various religious faiths. No matter who might be 
elected chaplain by the majority, many members 
would be assessed for prayers coming from the 
representative of an alien faith. Several states 
and many cities have taken a short cut out of this 
difficulty by abolishing or making non-obligatory 
all devotional exercises in the public schools. 

Compared with the enormous expenditures 
voted by the present congress, the salary of the 
chaplain is hardly a drop inthe bucket. People 
who believe that the chaplain’s prayers have a 
good influence in shaping the deliberations of 
congress will doubtless continue to pay that small 
bill cheerfully. The paying is a small matter if 
the praying tells to any considerable extent 
Heaven knows congress needs all the good influ- 
ence obtainable.

Ex-Confederates Hold a Meeting and Dis- 
cuss Interesting Matters. 

RicuMonD, Va., August 29.—[Special.]—At 
the meciting tonight of Lee camp, Quartermas- 
ter Brown suggested that the cainp appoint 
a committce to see if it was advisable for them 
to attend the blue and the gray celebration in 
Knoxville on October 19th, and moved that he 
be appointed for that purpose. General 
John R. Cook called attention to the fact 
that the Grand Army of the Republic, in 
their national convention in Boston,had passed 
a resolution urging the passage by congress of 
a law prohibiting the display of any flag other 
than the stars and stripes, and he intimated 
that the ex-confederate veterans would feel 
very much out of place celebrating with the 
men who had such venom in their hearts 
toward those who had opposed themin war. 
He said Lee camp should by all means wait 
until an invitation was extended, and then the 
matter could be more fully discussed.

And, Therefore, They are Opposed to Ed- 
munds’s Proposed Adjourned Session. 
Wasitrxvaton, August 20.—The resolution 

introduced today by Senator Edmunds, pro- 

viding for a récess of congress from September 
19th to Noverznber 10th, is a subject of wide 
comment at the capital. 

Toan Associated Press reporter Mr. Ed- 
munds said he offered the resolution on his 
own inotion and responsibility. It seemed to 
him, he said, due to the public interest, and in 
order to clear the large docket of important 
measures reported from the committees pend- 
ing beforé the senate, all the availabie 
time between now and the 4th of March next, 
should be utilized in discussing and disposing 
of them. | 

The suggestion that the president should 
call an extra seSsion of congress, Senator Ed- 
munds said, he did not approve of. It would 
imnply censure and reproach upon congress for 
the failure to transact business before it. 
Congress has the power tatake such a recess and 
proceed with its business without the inier- 
vention of the executive. 

Another Senator, who was asked how the 
resolution. was recoived by the republicans, 
said he did not believe any one was in favor of 
it. The general sentiment expressed at the 
conference last week was, he said, thatif any 
time was needed beyond the limits of the 
short session, the president should issue his 
proclamation convening corgress in extra 
session. 

Senator Pierce said that he was satisfied the 
president would neb call an extra session of 
congress, whatever might be done. Sucha 
resolution, the senator thought, could have 
for its ultimate object only one thing—the pas- 
sage of the election biH. That the democrats 
would see that, and they could and wouid 
taik thé resolution to death to prevent action 
ou the bill. The president is empowered, 
under certain condition of things, to do just 
what Senator Edmunds’s resolution proposes, 
in case the two houses should fail to agree 
upon a date for adjournment. Accorn- 
ing to section 3. of article 22, 
relating to the powers and duties 
of the president, he imay upon extraordinary 
occasions convene the houses, or either of 
them, and in cases of a disagreement between 
them with respect to the time of adjourn- 
ment, he may adjourn them until such time a3 
he shail think proper. 

Senator Edmunds says he will not call up 
his resolution for several days, the time de- 
pending upon the progress made with the 
tariff debate. Several prominent members of 
the house, who were spoken to upon the sub- 
ject of the resolution, exyiressed themselves as 
being opposed to tt. They do not want to 
return to Washington after the election, pre- 
ferring a few weeks’ rest after the labors of 
the campaign.

THEY BOTH SIGNED, 


Reigns in Guatemala and 


Salvador. 

WASHINGTON, August 2.—Acting Secretary 
Wharton today received a telegram from Min- 
ister Mizner, at Guatemala, through Minister 
Ryan. at Mexico City, dated the 28th instant, 
as follows: 

Went again to Acajulta,in Salvador, on Mon- 
day, with three of the diplomatic corps. Met the 
provisional president, with several hundred lead- 
ing men of the republic. The basis of peace was 
expiained, slightly modified, accepted and signed 
by General Ezeta. Returned here ((;uatemala) 
yesterday afternoon, when Guatemala also ac- 
cepted and signed. Both parties have been noti- 
fied to retire their armies in forty-eight hours and 
to reduce them to a peace footing in eight days. 
This establishes peace in Central America. 

Acting Secretary Wharton said he regarded 
this as a satisfactory settlement of the trouble.

TWELVE YEARS IN THE PEN.

An Old Negro Will Pay the Penalty of 
Crime. 


Huntsvitie, Ala., August 20.—[Special.]— 
In the cireuit court a jury has just brought in 
a verdict-of guilty against George Griffith, an 
old negro man seventy-five years old, fixing 
his punishment at twelve years in the peni- 


tentiary. 

Griflith lived at Fayetteville, Tenn., and 
last June sent his stepdaughter to Alabaina, 
where she gave birth to twin children. John 
Robinson, another negro, turned state’s evi- 
dence, and swore Griffith promised him $25— 
of which Grifith paid him $4—to take the 
children to the woods and leave them. He did 
this, and they died. 

The mother of the children swore that Grif- 
fith gave her a bottle of medicine during 
pregnancy, and said if they did not die he 
would smother them todeath. Undera re- 
quisition Griflith was brought here for trial. 
The defense will likely appeal.

NEW YORK, August 29.—-Cotton futures opened 
ata decline of seven points on September and 
three points on other months, closing steady at 
five to six points’ decline from yesterday’s closing 
prices. Ieceipts at the ports 5,955 bales, against 
6,833 last year, and for the week 42,781 bales, 
against 27,709 a yearago. The market got an elec- 
tric shock from Liverpool in a decline of 5-64d to 
6-64d there in near positions and 3-64d in the more 
distant, with sales there of only 5,000 bales and 
rumors that as many as seven of- the smaller 
operatois in that market had suspended. And 
yet, though this caused selling by breaks by Ger- 
man and southern operators here, the decline was 
only moderate, since there was gig covering 
and scattered long buying to act as a brake on the 
downward movement of prices. The crop report 
from the Memphis district, inthe main, is very 
favorable, though mentioning some complaints of 
dry weather in Arkansas and a little rust in Ala- 
bama, adding that picking will be general by Sep- 
tember 20th. There was a good rainfall at Char- 
lotte, N. C., but elsewhere precipitation was 
light. Some private cables from Manchester were 
more favorable, though public advieés were still 
of the dullness of trade there. 
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[North Carolina’s Progress. 

RAveiGH, N.C., August 29.—[Special.]—The 
agricultural department has been gathering 
with great caré statistics regarding the growth 
of manufactures in North Carolina, and today 
completed a report on the cotton factories, 
which shows that there are no less than 126 
now in operation. The increase in the number 
of cotton and other factories in the past decade 
is 50 per cent and shows clearly the progress 
North Carolina is making.

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THE THREE SURVEYS, 


TO FIND SOURCES FOR ATLANTA’S 
WATER SUPPLY. 


Jhey Are Being Made--Some Results of the 
Investigations that Have Been Made— 
Judge Hillyer Talks. 


The men who have in hand the investi- 
gation of the waterworks schemes are busy 
with their work. 

The inspection of the various sources for re- 
ceiving water to supply Atlanta is now cn- 

ing their attention. 

There have been several sources named by 
the council, as has already been publisned in 
THE CONSTITUTION, and the work of ascer- 
taining which of these schemes would prove 
most feasible and most advisable was given 
over to Hall Brothers, the hydraukc en- 
gineers. 

These gentlemen, together with the commit- 
tees having the plan in charge, have been 
steadily employed this week looking into the 
preliminary movements to secure the best and 
most desirous basis for the rew waterworks. 

Among the three sources named for getting 
water, it will be easy to find enough to supply 
the city, and it will not be so hard to bring to 
the city, either. 

The two large streams mentioned as suita- 

le for furnishing Atlanta’s water, as is 
already known, are the Amicoloia and the 
Soque rivers. 

Jie surveys for levels and grades to these 
rivers are now being made. 

Messrs. Hall, the engineers, will have them 
completed uext week and will submit ther 
estimates and the full description of their 
surveys to the waterworks committee. 

HOW THE WORK GOES ON, 

Mr. B. M. Halil, 
engineers, Was asked about the surveys yester- 
gay. 

“The work has been taken up,” said he, 
‘and is being pushed on as rapidly as careful 
accuracy will permit.” 

“Which survey will be completed first?” 

“Tine one to Awmicolola river. This has 
been in progress since Tuesday, my brother, 
James R. Hall, havingitin charge. He left 
Atlanta Tuesday morning, and will survey as 
he goes towards the Amicolola, getting the 
grades and levels of the country between here 
and there. He hasn’t reported yet.’’ 

“And the survey to the Soque river—?” 

‘T have, myself, been at work on that this 
week. My first object in view is to get all the 
railroad elevations along the Air-Line from 
Atianta to Cornelia, and then of the Blue 
Ridge and Atlantic railroad from Cornelia to 
Clarksville. 

‘This will give mea considerable start, in 
that it will give us a basis of work for fixing 
the levels. 

‘Tomorrow, I shall go to the Soque river at 
some point near Clarksville, in Habersham 
county, and will survey back towards Atlanta, 
exainining the ridge, the grades and making a 
general survey of the country to Atlanta.” 

“Won't this be a difficult survey?’’ was 
asked. 

“Oh, no. I know the country by heart, 
already, having been chief field engineer of 
the work started by Colonel Frobell in 1881. 
That work was on a scheme to cut a canal from 
the “Seventy-three Islands’ to Atlanta, and 
fell through before it was started well. .The 
survey will be an easy one torun. I will finish 
it next week and be ready to report to the 
city.’’ 

PEACHTREE CREEK. 

Judge Hillyer, in company with City Engi- 
neer Clayton and Superintendent Rich- 
ards, of the waterworks, went out 
to Peachtree creek yesterday on an 
inspection trip. 

On his return he was asked about the oppor- 
tunities the city could have by bringing water 
from this stream. 

“We went out,’ said he, “‘with a view to 
simply ascertain the _ feasibility of this 
source for supplying the city. We 
made a_ thorough investigation of the 
stream and the country around, 
and were fayorably struck with the advantages 
offered. 

‘‘At Griers’ bridge, a point on the creek just 


seven and a halfmiles from the carshed, we 


found that an abundant flow of water could be 
had at an elevation of 110 feet, which is higher 
than the river. This, too, would only necessi- 
tate one pumping station, instead of two by 
the route to the Chattahoochee.’’ 

‘‘How many gallons per day could be obtained 
there ?”’ was asked. 

“According to calculations, fully 20,000,000 
gallons per day could be easily had. The 
stream impressed us very favorably, and we 
will report the _ facts as have 
stated them to you. We are no 
— inclined to adopt this source than any 
other, howéver, that is equally as feasible. 
We are wedded to no special source nor to any 
special plan.’’ 

It seems easier than was expected at first 
for Atlanta to have a good water supply. 


A COTTON FLANNEL FACTORY. 


Movement to Establish One in Atlanta—Com- 
munication from Mr. John M. Moore. 

For some time several Atlanta gentlemen 
have been talking about the profits to be made 
in the manufacture of cotton flannel. <A great 
deal of this fabric is consumed in the Pied- 
mont region, and all over the south, but not 
& yard of it is made south, 
though the raw material grows here. 
We make domestics, sheetings and drills, but 
no cotton flannels, though the market price 
gives a good margin for profit. 

The following letter from Mr. John M. 
Moore, of this city, shows that there is a 
Serious intention of starting such an enterprise 
here. No doubt the Atlanta gentlemen who 
have been considering the matter will be glad 
to communicate with Mr. Moore’s friend. 

The communication is as follows: 

EpIToR CONSTITUTION: While in North Caro- 
lina a few days since, I met a gentleman who con- 
templated building a cotton flannel factory in 
Bome city in this section.
